Nore--As appears from the above exhibit there is a balance due of $43 00, which occursin this way: Colonel 
Falconer was suddenly called to the sick bed-side of his father at Holly Springs, in the latter part of August, 
1878, and left expecting to return in a few days, but ina short while he became a victim of the terrible yellow 
fever scourge of 1878, naturally leaving his business matters in an unsettled condition; but not, however, without 
sufficient means in the Treasury to meet this and all other demands. After the epidemic his ad- 
ministrator came to Jackson and drew from the Treasury all of his funds. The present incumbent did not dis- 
cover the deficit above given until recently, owing to the fact that the book in which Colonel Falconer kept his 
account had been misplaced. The administrator has been notifled of the deficit, and promises to pay it into the
